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ABSTRACT 

Policy nakers are shoving increasing concern about 
the issue of federal«state-institutional relations. The issue becomes 
more important as the data for revising the higher education 
amendments draws closer. Student aid falls near the center of these 
concerns^ Student aid is provided by several agencies of the federal 
government as well as states and institutions. The material in this 
packet is provided with the hope that it will help clarify some of 
the relationships between federal and state policy. This preliminary 
data underlines the fact that states have evolved different levels 
and different mixes of student aid. Statistical tables include: 
dollars per full*tiffle equivalent undergraduate degree credit student 
in six Office of Education programs (1^73) ; each of the six progranS^ 
as a percentage of the sum; dollar volume of supplemental grants 
obligated 1963 through 1973 and percent change between 1968 and 1973; 
dollar volume of college work-study obligated 1968 through 1973; and 
the dollar volume for guaranteed student loans and national direct 
loans obligated 1968 through 1973. The data is then presented in 
graph form. (Author/PG) 
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Policy makers are Jhowing increasing concern about the issue of 
federal-state- institutional relations. The issue becomes more 
important as the date for revising the higher education amendments 
draws closer. 

Student aid falls near the center of these concerns. Student aid 
is provided by several agencies of the federal government as well as 
states an J institutions. These systems have developed without clear 
coordination since World War II. As the nation enters an era that 
threatens enrollment decline and strong inflation simultaneously with 
a recession, there is need for the post secondary community to make 
the most efficient use of funds in meeting the needs of students and 
institutions. 

The material in this packet is provided with the hope that it 
will help clarify some of the relationships between federal and state 
level policy. This preliminary data underlines the fact that states 
have evolved different levels and different mixes of student aid. 

This information should be interpreted in light of the unique 
characteristics which define each state. Funds are accounted for by 
the year of obligation. In most instances, they were distributed in 
the year following the year in which they were obligated. The 
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numbers used in these charts were provided by the Office of Education 
and the American Council on Education, Any errors, however, are the 
responsibility of the Educational Policy Research Center at Stanford 
Research Institute in Menlo Park.
